tive Country, and ertailiog Deftruétion 
upon their Pofterity ? 

And unhappy is the Caufe thefe People 
are embork’@ in, chagcamaot be carry’d oa 
but bi the Bondage and Slavery of their 
Country, by the corruptang the very Prin- 
ciples of the People, and debauching ‘Na- 
tare it felf.. 

Let us examine alittle how this Caufe ig 
now. carrying en, and you will find all the 
Excentrick Motions imaginable at work in 
jr, all che Steps which the Men of Dartene(s 
can take, aod whith the Arrs of He@ can 
furnifh ; “Tis carry’d with Trick asd Fraud 
on one Hand, Pride and Envy on another, 
Rage and ungoyern’d Paflion on a Third, 
Forgery and Slander on a Fourth, and fo an, 
til) by che ufual Degrees of all violent Un- 
dertakings it comes to deteét it felf, and 
proves abortive. 

On one Hand fpreading falfe News to 
difcourage, on another ridiculous Hopes to 
deceive; here raifing Slanders upon Per- 
fons, there upon things 5 here defending 
corrupt Principles, there corrupting wezk 
Judgments, and all pofible Methods tq a- 
mic and amaze us. 

One fpreads his Forgeries over the Na- 
#ion in (candalous News, gives every thir 
a@ Turn to the Party, putting alwaysa deck 
Side upon our Affairs, and relates always 
the worft of everything ; if che sberty bs 
good, leffening ic witn Surmizes aad Sup- 
pofes; if bad, aggravacing ic with Ad@i- 
tions and feigned Circumftances, as far as 
poffible ro render us defperate, and our Af- 
‘airs in a worfe Condition than they are, 

And in this Cale reatly the Infirmity of 
our Peopkt is remarkable, in that they 
fee oleafed with melanchefly Reports, and 
willing to tirve things made wore to them 


than they are, that they appear gratify’d 
with che Phlegmatick Part, and love to be 
poring upon their Misfortunes, with the 
magnifying Glafs of their oWn Hypccone 
driack Vapours; of thefe People I thall 
fpeak by chemfelves hereafter, but at pre- 
fent my Qbfervations are not fomuch upon 
the Deladed, as upon the Deluders—— 
Thefe are fatal Enemies to onr prefent 
Peace, Difturbers ef the Nations Quiet, 
and too fatal [nfiruments ia our prefent 
Difcootens. 

Fhere cannot bea worfe Method taken 
to ruin us than this, to raife the Murmurs 
of the Peopbe where they are quiet, and 
encreafe them where they a ealready rais’d. 
Nor Is there any thing tends more 
direétly to this, chan this unhappy Article 
of {preading falfe and invented Reports, tn 
mpofe npon the Ignorance of the well. 
meaning but lefs intelligent People, or fuch
